ST. ANDREW'S CHURCH, BURNBRAR 


Ke-opening Services. 


(From the Campbellford Gazette.) 


The re-opening of old St. Andrew’s 
church, Burnbrae,for the public worship 
of God is a momentous occasion in the 
history of the churches of Seymour. 
Something neur 54 years ago the late 
lamented Rey. Dr. Neill, then ¢ very 
young man, founded the first religious 
organization, the first church which 
was established in Seymour township 
—the present St. Andrew’s chprch of 
Burnbrae. Dr. Neill, one of the most 
highly educated men of his time, sta- 
tioned himself in East Seymour in the 
year 1841 or 1842. He preached for 
some time in a barn on the old Allan 
farm East Seymour with an old pack- 
ing box for a pulpit. In 1848 or 1844 a 
frame building was erected by the con- 
gregation which stood but a short dis- 
tance from where the present beautiful 
edifice stands, In 1865 the congrega- 
tion had so grown that it- was found 
necessary to rebuild and steps were at 
once taken to build a stone church. The 
year 1867 saw the completion and open- 
ing of the church which has just been 
remodeled at the cost of $2,000 and 
thrown open for public worship. Until 
the summer of 1885 Dr. Neill remained

One James Lathrop, of Madoc, was 
recently sent to gaol Poe thirty days for 
threatening the lives of his family and 
neglecting to support them. Whiskey 
was the cause. 


The village of Havelock had a very 
narrow escape from destruction by fire 
one day last week, a serious bush fire 
having set several houses on fire. Two 
houses were destroyed and the Metho- 
dist Church was damaged. 


Madoc Review :—Last week while 
Mrs. Haggerty, of Huntingdon, widow 
of the late Adam Haggerty, was fight- 
ing fires on one part of her farm, the 
dwelling house caught fire and was en- 
tirely destroyed together with all the 


pastor of the congregation. In that 
year the pulpit was occupied by the 
Rey. Mr. McLeod who preached the re- 
els services last Sunday. Rev. 
Mr. Steele, son-in-law of Dr. Neill as- 
sumed charge of the pastorate in 1885 
and in 1891 four years ago Rey. John 
Moore the present pastor was inducted. 
The beautiful religious sentiment which 
was given root in this old congregation 
by the Rev. Dr. Neill and fostered by 
each succeeding pastor has been no 
small factor in the progress of this 
church. It was very strikingly notice- 
able in the unity and oneness exhibited 
by the members of the congregation in 
the work of repairing and refitting the 
old church. ‘The present beautiful edi- 
fice is the eratertat result of their labors. 

The old stone church has been cement- 
ed and lined on the outside. In the in- 
side the best of cushioned seats have 
been placed and the furnishings are all 
of light wood. The basement has been 
fitted up for a school room, etc., and al- 
together the church has been so improy- 
ed so that it is now one of the finest 
churches in Seymour. 

The opening services in the morning 
and evening were conducted by the 
Rev. Mr. McLeod, of Vankleek Hill, 
and in the afternoon by the Rey. Mr. 
Courtice. Mr. McLeod preached in the 
morning from Daniel 11-83 and in the 
evening John 3-16 and Mr. Courtice 
preached from Psalm 26-6. The crowds 
at these services were exceeding large, 
in the morning many not being able to 
gain admittance. From 400 to 600 at- 
tended each of the services. ‘The col- 
lections amounted to $106. 

On Monday evening one of the most 
successful harvest dinners in the history 
of the church was held. Dinner was 
served from 5 to 8:30 and in that time 
over 600 persons sat down to the tables. 
The ladies certainly surpassed all form- 
er efforts to supply the eatables and it 
was almost impossible to imagine that 
all the good things that were there 
could have come from any one com- 
munity. The entertainment given in 
the body of the church was an excellent 
one. Adresses were delivered by Revs. 
Childerhose, McLeod, Hutchison, Cour- 
tice and Thompson. The addresses were 
very interesting and many merited trib- 
utes were paid to the late Rey. Dr. 
Neill. Music was furnished by the 
Burnbrae and Campbellford choirs. 
Miss Mary Moore and Mr. Wm. Moore, 
of Plaintield, sang several selections 
very acceptably, and Miss Shea’s song 
was most creditably rendered. ‘The re- 
ceipts of the evening were $251.60. A 
great many Campbellford and Rylstone 
people attended the opening services 
and entertainment. ‘The Key. Mr, 
Moore and the building committee de- 
serve great credit for so successfully 
carrying through these repairs. As we 
mentioned before $2000 worth of repairs 
have just now been completed and of 
that amount only a few At remain 
yet to be paid. Such an issue can only 
pe the result of incessant labors.

Another steamer, the Mariposa, of the 
Dominion Line, has been wrecked in the 
Straits of Belle Isle, having run aground 
during a dense fox. No lives were lost, 
the passen 8 being transferred to an- 
other steamer, and taken to their desti- 
nation, Liverpool. The vessel is likely 
to become a total loss She carried a 
large cargo of cheese and general mer- 
chandise, part of which may be saved, 
but much of it will be damaged, if not 
a total loss,

WAS THIS MAN MURDERED? 


WORKMEN UNEARTH A SKELETON 
IN HAMILTON. 


Evidences of Foul Play, Mut as the Rones 
Had Keen Buried Ten Years the Cor 
oner Won't Act, 

Hamiston, Sept. 20.—While Contractor 
Faulknor was excavating for a cellar ina 
vacant lot north of 52 Magill street, ono of 
his men unearthed a human skeleton on 
Friday morning and a fracture of the skull 
justitied the supposition that someone had 
been murdered, aud laid away quietly. 
When Alfred Green one of the workmen 
was about two fect below the aurface, his 
pick struck something hard. He thought 
it was a stone, He dug the hard object 
out and found it was » human skull. 
tinuing to shovel away the sandy loam he 
found the other bones of the body, and 
putting them all together a human akeleton 
was formed. The bones were largo 
and long, ee the person had 
been big. Coroner White was notified 
and an examination showed that the 
murdered person was a man. The jaws 
were big and square. Tho skull was of 
ordinary size, the forchead being low, 
receding, while the back of the head wa 
well developed. Ovor the left temple was 
a fracture, which bad not been made 
reocntly, the only recent marks on the 
skull being a puncture on the back of it, 
made by the pick, The bones were dry, 
but well preserved ; there was no vestige of 
flesh about them, and from their condition 
the interment took place probably from 
six to ten years ago, 

A fow years ago this locality, which is 
olose to Vinegar Hill, was a resort for cock 
fighters and all that class of people, who 
held high carnival every night. lt is sup- 
posed the man was knocked on the head 
and Inid away in this quiet little spot. 
The lot was, till a few years ago, ownea by 
Mrs. James Jones, Ve Grassi street, Toronto, 
who resided at No 52 Magill, having 
inherited the property from her father, the 
late Thomas Furlong. Noinquest will be 
held and the bones will be interred.

BRITISH MILITARY SYSTEM. 


It is Much in Advance of That of tho 
United States, Says am American Army 
Oficer. 

A despatch from London says :—The 
American army officers who have been 
abroad on leave this summer studying 
European military systeins at their own 
expense, bave had their eyes opened very 
wide, indeed, to the shortcomings of the 
American service. Several of the young 
officera in the infantry army who have seen 
duty in the west have taken advantage o 
all opportunities for studying scientific 
warfare, They came across the ocean with 
a fair idea of American military weakness 
and a commendable readiness to learn much 
from the armed powers on this side, but 
they have been astounded to learn, even in 
England, where the military isnot so con- 
tinually inevidence as on the Continent, 
that the responsible officials are deplorably 
delinquent in the matter of making fair 
use of the power vested in them. No one 
who looks below the surface of military 
affairsin England can avoid being struck 
by the fact that England depends not so 
much for protection on the regular troops, 
as upon the excellent, far-reaching provie 
sions in force for rapidly mobilizing well 
drilled and experienced volunteers, as well 
as the opportunities afforded general 
officers for learning how to

A great deposit of onyx marble, far 
surpassin, anything heretofore discover- 
ed in the United States, has been found 
at Healdsburg, California. The partie- 
ular mountain which contains the de- 
posit was evidently an island of the Pa- 
cific in the prehistoric age.

LAKH STORKM-, 


Chicago, Oct 1.—Many reports 
of damage and loss of life on the lakes 
in the storm of Saturday and Sunday 
reached here last night. Only one lo- 
cal fatality is reported—that of Cap- 
tain Andrew Johnson, of the schooner 
John Raber, who was drowned off 
Dane Park, while endeavouring to 
reach the land to secure a tug to save 
his vessel. Leaking like a sieve, the 
sailors worn out with two days’ work 
at the pumps, with its rotten sails 
blown to ribbons and its halyards 
Streaming in the wind, the old schoon- 
er John Raber drove close to shore 
off Dane Park, Indiana, and cast 
anchor. Andrew Johnson, the oweter, 
ordered out a smajl boat manned by 
three sailors, and tried to reach the 
shore to secure a tug. A mile from 
shore the boat was tossed by a huge 
breaker and overturned Johnson fail- 
ed to reach the boat, and last night 
his body lay alone ana unattended on 
the sands awaiting a coroner's visit to- 
day. The three men stuck to the boat, 
and succeeded in making shore, Cap- 
tain Weede stayed by the ship with 
two sailors, ‘hey were rescued by 
the South Chicago lifesavers after mid- 
night, having worked four hours, 

The following are additions to the 
list of boats missing or lost:—John 
Raber, schooner, ashore at Whiting, 
Ind.; Geo. W. Naighten, waterlogged, 
taken in at St. Joe, part of deck-load 
gone; Lady Franklin, barge, ashore 
at Hammond's bay, probably a total 
loss; Lilly May, barge, wrecked at East 
Whitefish Point, barge gone ta pieces; 
City of Paris, ashore on Flat Rock, 
Copper harbour; Elma, schooner, re- 
ported to have foundered in Munising 
bay, and crew of eight lost; Captain 
John Thurston, wife and child, among 
the lost; C. B. Jones, schooner, foun- 
dered off Whitefish Point, crew sup- 
posed to have been lost; tug Boynton, 
from Sautf Sto. Marle, went to as- 
sistance of C. LB. Jones, reported miss- 
ing; two unknown boats ashore at 
Grand Island, Lake. Superior; steamer 
Matoa and Masaba, of the Minnesota 
Line, thought to be ashore at Kewee- 
naw Point, Lake Superior. 

Marquette, Mich, Oct. 1—News has 
just reached here of the loss of the 
schooner Elma on Sunday off Scrip- 
ture Rock,with all hands on board, The 
steamer Birkhead left Baraga on Sat- 
urday with the C, B. Jones and Elma, 
lumber laden. They were caught in 
the great gale on Saturday night, and 
the Elma broke its tow line and dis- 
appeared in the darkness. The Jones 
broke loose and brought up under 
Whitefish Point, the Birkhead finding 
shelter back of Grand Island. On Sun- 
day afternoon the steamer went out 
to look for its consorts, and at the first 
of the massive cliffs forming the 
famous Pictured rocks found the 
wreckage of the Elma. The crew of 
the lost vessel numbered seven, to- 
gether with a woman and child. 

Munising, Mich., Oct. 1—The barge 
Elma,which broke loose from her tow 
during the recent storm on Lake Su- 
perior, has been picked up and taken 
to Grand Island. She will prove a 
total loss, About 200,000 feet of her 
cargo of 520,000 feet of lumber remain- 
ed on the broken barge. The crew of 
six men and a woman and child have 
not been found, and are undoubtedly 
lost. The Elma was owned by parties 
in Tonawanda, N.Y., and her crew 
shipped from there. 


The Shortis Trial, 


Beauharnois, Que., Oct. 1.—(Special.) 
—The trial of Cuthbert Valentine 
Shertis, who is charged with the mur- 
der of Maxime Leboeuf and Harry Lowe 
at Vulleyfield in March last, was com- 
menced before Judge Mathieu here this 
morning. There is nu question at all 
of the prisoner's guilt, the murder hay- 
ing been a most deliberate and cold- 
blooded one. The two men, as has al 
ready been described, were shot down 
in the Montreal cotton mills at night 
while they were engaged in arranging 
the men’s pay. Flugh Wilson, another 
employe, barely escaped with hir life. 
The evidence regarding the killing will 
be purely formal, and will not be com- 
betted by the prisoner's lawyers. who 
Will rest thelr case on a plea of in- 
sanity. This plea will be strenuously 
opposed by the Crown lawyers, and a 
protracted legal struggle is likely to 
ensue.

Feeding the Calves.

It is only fifty-two years since Hongkong 
Was occupied, as Singapore had heen 


idea that it might be made an emporium o 
trade. It was then a barren rock, Today 
it contains a quarter of « million of inhabi- 
tants; it is the entrepot ofa trade estimated 
at £40,000,000, and there pass through it 
annually some 14,000,000 tons of shipping. 
But the essential condition under which 
the progress has been achieved, and under 
which only it o#n be maintained, is absolute 
freedom of the port, If you tax trade you 
drive it away, for the island is only aon 
entrepot, The trade is the trade nob of 
Hongkong, but of the south of China and 
Japon, It is because their trade is free, 
while Saigon is heavily taxed, that Hong- 
kong was beaten the latter as a depot for 


the trade even of French Indo-China, 
Nine-tenths of the population are Chinese, 
who ocoupy every walk of life, They are 
bankers, boatmen, domestic servants, 
chants, storekeepers, aud clerks; bub 
thegreat majority are employed in the 
porterage of cargo and incidental labor 
at wages of jess than £1 & month,

Now tie the twine tightly and fasten with 
another little wad on the upper side, Pro- 
ceed in this manner until the whole mattress 
has been tacked. When this is done, with 
a bent mattress needle, tack the sides of 
the mattress in two rows by running the 
needle in and out along the sides st inter- 
vals of four inches. Now remove it from 
the bed and bind all the edges with mat- 
tress binding tape which comes for the 
purpose. ‘This is a successful and practical 
way of cleansing and making over mate 
tresses, and in many respects excels the 
renovation done in factories, In the 
country, where such establishments are not

Alcohol heart is a term which is frequent- 

y used by physicians to deseribe an ailmont 

hich is rapidly increasing, especially in 

ities. Tho public probably usually under- 
tanda by the expression a generally 
debilitated condition of the patient, 
manifested by a quavering or fluttering of 
the heartjand due to excessive use of strong 
drink, This conception is quite correct as 
far as it goes, but it does not cover the 
case. In some elaborate experiments 
- recently performed” abroad by T. Sauder 
Brunton, Fellow of tho Royal Society, it 
is shown thataloohol, together with some 
other anesthetics, has a peouliar effect on 
the heart, This effect is not generally 
understood by physicians, 

Alcohol, ether and chloroform are all 
poisons, This statemont does not amount 
to much unless you know precisely what is 
meant by the word poison. Almost avery 
substance may be said to be poisonous if 
you take enough of it. When dootors use 
the word poisonous they mean that the 
body having that quality is an enemy of 
the body of man, If pure alcohol be poured 
intoa cutit will irritate the sensory nerves 
and burn

administration of an anaesthetic, or the 
swallowing of analooholic beverage, is quite 
{harmless, It is hardly necessary to add 
| that this fall of blood pressure is carefully 
| to be distinguished from that which qoours 
}in an overdose, for if the administration of 
the answthotic be pushed too far the blood 
pressure will foll continuously, and its 
|depreasion, at first slightd and harmless, 
will fiaally become so great thatthe blood 
will cease to circulate and the animal will 
die. 

This is what is likely to oconr when 4 
man becomes afllicted with analcohol heart. 
He has taken the drug so freely that all of 
the functions have begun to collapse, and 
the anwathetic no longer acts a8 a mere 
stimulant. A few more doses will, when 
the patient has arrived at this condition, 
almost always result in death, In the case 
of o hard drinker the heart action has 


become impaired and is consequently 
abnormally liable to the ‘‘alooholic 
condition, 


Used in moderation, alcohol has no evil 
effect on the physical constitution, What 
effect it may haye when used even in min- 
ute doses on the moral temperament isa 
totally different matter, But, considered 
with regard to its effect on thse physical 


constitution, there is a point beyond which

use strong drink, for if alcoho! should have 
the same efiect on the membrane when 
_ diluted as it does in an undiluted form it 
would inevitably cause death, Alcohol, 
ether or chloroform will destroy any of the 
tissues if applied in concentrated form, 

but when diluted will act rather as a 

stimulant and will produce no marked 

injury. When chloroform is injected into 
the artery of the limb it will coagulate ull 

the muscles and make the limp as atilf as o 

board, When injected into the heart the 

muscular substance of the organ will be 
coagulated and its motion suspended or

A GLIMPSE OF THEIR BARRACKS 
NEAR REGINA. 


A Continuous Patrol From Manitoba to 
the Rock Up By This Body 

Disciplin orce—An Indian 

Snake-Charmer’s Weird Dance. 


Surprises greet the stranger at every turn 
in the west, writesa correspondent. There 
atill lingers, in the prairie atmosphere, that 
flavor of frontier civilization, which recalls 
boyhood memories of Jack Harkaway and 
Kit Carson, This was well illustrated at 
the recent Territorial Fair at Regina, where 
settler, rancher and cow-boy met upon an 
equal footing. The sectional feeling, which 
has so long been the bane of the Territories, 
has, asa result, received a hard blow. In 
thousands of 


a vast domain embracing 
aquare miles, settlera in various districts 
had failed to realize that their interests 
were identical. 

Throughout the Territories one cannot 
fail to be impressed with the great respect 
entertained for law and order. Serious 
crimes are almost unheard of, presenting a 
strange contrast with the state of affairs 
existing acrovs the frontier, a few hundred 
miles south, Settlera leave their homes on 
long journeys without a thought that their 
homes will be disturbed. Only once has a 
mail-driver been robbed, 

The event vecurred many years ago, and 
the guilty parties were overtaken, and 
promptly punished. hia security is due 
in complete measures to the North-West 
Mounted Police, The force at present does 
not exceed seven hundred men, It has 
been considerably reduced in recent years 
and an official proposition for a still furthe 
reduction has evoked a protest from every 
quarter, 

THE DUTIES OF THE MEN 

are multifarious. The police maintain 
during the summer season a continuous 
patrol along the boundary trom Manitoba to 
the Rockies. They torm mounted detach- 
mentsstrung along that vastdistance. Woe 
to the haplees horse-thief, or the smuggler, 
who falls into their hands, There is no pro- 
cess of quibbingforanappeal. Police officers 
are vested with magisterial functions. It 
is nob an uncommon bight to witness 4n 
officer on horseback dispensing justice to 
some hapless criminal. The police, in 
addition, keep a close eye on the Indians, 
especially at Fort McLeod, and Battleford. 
It is an offence for the noble red man to 
leave his reservation without permission, 

The restraint at first was irksome to those 
wno had formerly roamed the plains after 
the toothsome but now almost extinct 
puffalo, Gradually they appreciated the 
firmness of the police. ‘The delinquents are 
few. Deprivation of rations, supplied free 
by the Government, has produced a wholo- 
some effect. In the early ranching days in 
Alberta many head of cattle were run off 
by the Indians and killed. It required 
many lessons respecting the ethics of 
property before matters improved. 

The headquarters of the police are loca- 
ted alongside the C. P. R. track about 
three miles from Regina, The barracks, 
from the point of view of accommodation, 
could not be surpassed, Forty or fifty 
wooden buildings, ac short distances apart, 
extend about a vast grasa covered square, 


the native maple and flower garders greet 
theeye at every turn. On the south side of 
the square fronts the prison, where Lonis 
Rie! spent his last days. At the rear of 
this building still stands the ecaffold from 
which the half breed leader was swung 
into eternity. 


THE COMMISSIONKK, 


Col. Herchmer, directs the movements of 
the force from Kegina, He is a thorough 
officer, having served with distinction in 
the British army, There was at one timo 
an outcry Sgainst the rigid discipline he 
enforced; an investigation followed, and 
thevarious charges againsthim were proved 
to bepertectly unfounded. Ina new coun- 
try, the necessity of ruling with a firm 
hand is imperative, 

Col, Herchmer showed the writer through 
the barracks. The men’s quartera are 
comfortably fitted up.

TUNNELS FOR STRELT TRAFPIO 
have been built in several Kuropean cities, 
There are three in cperation in London, 
one in Glasgow, one in Liverpool under 
the Mersey, and onein Paris, the Chemin 
de Fer de Ceinture, which 1s 4 combination 
of surface road, open cut, tunnel and 
viaduct, There are six otber tunnels for 
street traffic in process of construction, 
two in Londan, three in Glasgow, and one 
im Parig. At least five more are proposed 
in London, 
The only tunnel in which electricity is 
used as the motivepower is one in London, 
It was built by what is called, from the 
name of the inventor, the Greathead 
system. Practically, it consists of two 
cast-iron tubes, three and a half miles long 
and ten and a half feet in diameter, 
In making this tunnel, what ure calle 
shields, wit cutting edges, were driven 
into the soil by the force of hydraulic 
presses from behind, and as rapidly aa the 
excavation was complete to the requisite 
diameter, segments of iron were put in 
place and bolted together, forming a 
contiauous tube built in successive rings. 
The tubes are from forty to eighty feev 
underground, % 
The cars fit the tunnel closely and secure 
automatic ventilation, pushing the air 
before them, while fresh air flows in 
behind. As to ventilation inside the cars, 
that is another matter. The cars are kept 
closely shut because of the draught, and 
the air becomes heavy.

SIGNALS OF DISTRESS.

Reforest the Province. 


When the pioneer agriculturists 
homesteaded the rural districts of On- 
tario they looked on the vast forest 
which covered the lake region as their 
natural enemy. The most valuable 
timbers, such as maple, walnut, oak, 
elm, ash, beech and birch, were ruth- 
lessly cut dow and burned in heaps, 
just to get them out of the way. 

Had the farmer to-day the oak that 
was useless to him thirty years ago he 
could get $25 per 1000 feet for it. Had 
he the walnut he sent up in smoke he 
could get $100, But he has not. The 
hardwood forests of this province have 
been depleted and very little market- 
able material remains, 

Tn the northern section of Ontario we 
have some $200,000,000 worth of white 
pine, but that is practically all our tim- 
ber resources. In the older settled dis- 
tricts thero are some scattered hard- 
wood here and there, but so little that

By Sep- 
tember 30, the debt was decreased $2,-

over three millions, ‘This is an increase 
over the corresponding period of last 
year of $600,000 in the reyenne and a 
decrease of $230,000 in expenditure.

WINNIPEG NOTES, 


Large Receipts of Wheat Last Week-Im- 
migration Agent Appointed, 

Winnipeg, Oct. 17.—(Special.)—Far- 
mers’ deliveries of wheat at stations 
and eleyators in the Province and Ter- 
ritories last week was the greatest in 
the C.P.R.’s history, the receipts 
ing been 1,004,000 bushels, as against 
958,000 bushels for the week ending Sep- 
tember 22, 1894, the heaviest week last 
season.

Another door opens out of 
the baggage room into the operator's 
room, where the safe Is kept. On being 
assisted into the latter room he found 
that the safe had been robbed, This 
safe Is the property of the Dominion 
Express Company, and last night con- 
tained about $2,000, which had been 
brought to Myrtle yesterday from Osh- 
awa by Express Messenger Schermer- 
hern and placed in the safe by him- 
self, no one clse about the place hay- 
ing the combination. The safe was 
not injured in any way, the door haying 
been opened by some one who by 
some means or other had become pos- 
sessed of the combination. Courtnay 
also found that his key had been tah- 
en from his pocket and the Railway 
Company's till robbed of about $50. 
Vhe robbers had nizo taken his watch 
and about $4, which he says he had In 
his pocket, leaving nothing but a few 
old coins, which were found lying on 
the floor beside him, To many of the 
residents it seems rather mysterious 
how the robbers succeeded In secreting 
themselves so as not to be seen by 
Courtnay when he went in and out of 
his room,through the small baggage 
room, to pull down the semaphore, as 
the moon at that time was shining 
full upon the place where the lever is 
situated and the baggage room is only 
@ small place about ten by fourteen 
feet with very little baggage in it. No 
One seems to have seen any strangers 
about during the last few days, and 
the fact that the safe had been robbed 
without having to resort to force lends 
additional mystery to the case. Mr. 
Courtnay has been employed as night 
operator at Myrtle about three years. 
He is a young married man about 28 
years of age and bears an excellent 


character. He had nothing to do with 
the safe and had never been entrusted 
with the combination, Express 
Messenger Schermerhorn is em- 
ployed by the Dominion Express 
Co, and makes a dally trip 


between Myrtle and Oshawa, returning 
every night to Oshawa about 9 o'clock, 
and he alone is supposed to know the 
combination of the safe, but no one 
f£uspects him, as his character is of the 
very highest. Mr. Courtnay was taken 
to his home and attended by Dr. Moore 
of Brooklin, which is a village about 
five miles away. 

Express Messenger Schermerhorn 
Was seen to-night about half-past 9 
o'clock. He had just returned from 
Oshawa on his usual trip. He stated 
that last night's parcel of money was 
unusually large, and was to have been 
Sent down to the bank in Toronto this 
morning. The money was placed in his 
Waggon safe at Oshawa by the express 
manager there, and was not seen by 
anyone else until he arrived at Myrtle, 
and the only man in Myrtle, he says, 
who could possibly know anything 
about it is the night operator, Mr. 
Courtnay. The Government has sent 
up Detective Rogers who, with De- 
tective Ross of the C.P.R., are mak- 
ing a thorough investigation, but as no 
one was seen about the place they 
have not yet been able to make any ar- 
rests,

DOMINION FINANCES. 


A Deficit of $4,079, Compared With the 
Previous Year—Deficit Leas Than Ex 
pected, 


The account books of the Dominion for the 
fiscal year ending June 30th last have been 
closed at the Finance Department Ottawa, 
The total revenue on account of consolid- 
ated fund was $33,929,809 and expenditure 
$38,009,341, leaving o deficit of $4,079,532, 
compared withthe previous year, The fig- 
ures are as follows : Revenue, $36,374,693 ; 
expenditure, ,585,025 ; deficit that year 
being $1,210,332. In bis Budget speech 
last session the Finance Minister estimated 
the deficit for the fiscal year shortly to 
close would be four millions and a half, 

The total net debt on the 80th June was 
$252,999,472, or an increase in the year of 
$6,816,443, Daring the quarter ending 30th 
September there has beon a deorease of the 
debt amounting to $2,330,617. 

Moreover, the financial statement for the 
three montho is of a decidedly encouraging 
character, The revenue amounts to 8§3,- 
610,563 and the expenditure to $5,637,627, 
leaving « surplus of over threo millions. 
As compared with corresponding period 
last year che revenue shows on increase of 
nearly $600,000, while exponditure is de- 
oreased by $230,000,

Farm-Yard Manure. 
A number of correspondents ask for 
information about the value, and best 


This is acomplete manure, i.e., itsupplics 
all the essential elements of plant-food. It 


as farm-yard manure without urine would 


} considerable amount of potash, A hundred 
| pounds of well-rotted farm-yard manure 
generally contains seventy-five pounds 
water,about one-half pound of nitrogen, lens 
than one-half pound of potash, and less than 
one-half pound of phosphorio sold. From 
thin it will be seen that this kind of manure 
will have to be applied in large quantities 
hence the necessity of preserving every 
particle of plant food, There is no ques‘ion 
thatbad management will entirely,ornearly 
spoil the mannre, ‘Too many farmers throw 
out the accumulation back of the barn, 
where from continual washing a large per 
cent, of the value is lost, washed down the 
gutter. The action of the water wears down 
thesolid matter as in the case of an ordinary

When the urine and 
solid excrement with the l.tter are mixed 
together, fermentation proceeds on the 
most approved lines; but when there is 
insufficient moisture in the heap, as in the 
case when the drainage from the shede is 
carried off the premises, fermentation pro- 
ceeds too rapidly, and the manure is 
spoiled, 


Several years ago Dr. Voelcker carried 


out a series of experiments upon the vari- 
ous methods of keeping farm-yard manures, 
and among the conclusions arrived at, 
to a correspondent, was this: Practically 
speaking, all the essentially valuable 
manuring oonstituente are preserved by 
keeping farm-yard manure under cover, 
and also that the worst method of making 
manure 1s to produce it by animals kept 
in open yards, since a large proportion of 
valuable fertilizing matter is wasted in a 
short time, and, after a lapse of twelve 
months, at least two-thirds of the substance 
of the manure is wasted, und about one- 
third, inferiorin quay to an equal weight 
of fresh dung, is left behind, To turn to 
details, Dr. Voelcker placed 2,838 pounds 
of fresh mixed manure in a heap in Novem- 
ber, and this when weighed at the end of 
the following April weighed 2,026 pounds, 
a shrinkage in weight of 28.6 per cent, In 
other words, 100 tons of such manure 
would be reduced to less than seventy-one 
and one-half tons, The heap was weighed 
again August 23, and contained 1,994 
pounds ; and again on November 15, when 
it weighed 1,974 pounds, As regards 
composition of the above, when first put 
up the manure contained 66.17 per 
cent. of water, or nearly two-thirds 
of its weight; after fermenting in 
an exposed heap for six months it 
still contained about the same percentage 
(65.95) of water. When kept ina heap 
until August the percentage of water 
(75.49) was much greater. Of four tons of 
such manure three tons are water. Of 
nitrogen, the most valuable ingredient of 
the manure, the fresh dung contained 0,64 
per cent.; after ferementing six months it

CURIOSITIES OF DREAMS,

brighten upon modern discoveries, He 
accomplishes most when his few weeks or 
few months sre devoted toe special sub- 
ject. So it is true of the farmer and 
breeder, that special application must be 
madotosomeone subject during his whiter’s 
reading and investigations by experiment, 
if he is to seo results of substantial worth, 

The measure of economy in feeding is 
one’s knowledge, and the broad or narrow 
extent of that knowledge. By knowledge 
wo do not mean that which has been learned 
from reading, altogether. It is true, how- 
ever, that reading is always suggestive to 
a fertile mind, if not always instructive, 
Faulty statements discovered in cne’s read« 
ing ond conversation may awaken the mind 
to unusually valaable discoveries, We 
would urge, therefore, that our bright 
friends among farmers and feeders, will 
find it to their advantage to read several 
books and different journals for the next 
six months, and that they be nob wholly 
disgusted and thus driven to abandon 
reading because of occasional inaccuracies, 
When an impracticable suggestion is 
found, effort should arise to urge the mind 
to anew thought that shall bean invention 
of a better way. 

Then it would be a good thing to write 
out thisidea and send it to your favorite 
agricultural journal, to be incorporated 
into an editorial item that will go out te 
thousands of fellow farmers to lighten their 
labors, add, perhaps to burden their 
purses. 

There are scores, and perhaps hundreds, 
of middle-aged farmers whose practical 
experience will enable them, the coming 
winter, to read regularly and critically the 
agricultural literature on feeding, and 
find by this exercise of their minds profit 
to themselves and the means of extending 
more light on a subject that is yet far from 
being mastered, 

Those who learn the most, however, and 
who shall be able to make right use of their 
newly-acquired information, are they who 
shall devote at least two hours or two even- 
ings each week, for six mouths, to reading 
(or conversation with intelligent men) on 
the subject of feeding farm animals. 
one is fattening hogs or cattle it is the bet- 
ter policy to limit the reading of the two 
evenings to thie scientifio subject, and 
search far and wide for all the help avail- 
able, —_5 

The feeding question involves the pro- 
blems of oil meal as a valuable part in the 
ration of work animals, grinding, cooking, 
the use of warmed water in icy weather, 
cutting hay, straw and fodder, the proper 
mixture or ration of the grains, changes of 
provender and a dozen more items. 

Success attends the efforts of the man 
who reads and thinks while he works with 
his limbs.

pensation due for the evacuation of Port 
Arthur and the Linu-tung peninsula, Their 
ohance of obtaining the money depends on 
the ability of the Manchu river to retain 
control of China’s fiscal resources, It is 
equally important to Ruasia that nothing 
should impair the authority of a sovereign 
who threugh the acceptance of weighty ob- 
ligations is fast lapsing into the position of 
& protege of the Czar. Should the Manchu 
dynasty succumb to a revolt of ita Chinese 
subjects, the loan of $37,500,000, guaranteed 
by Russia and now lodged at Pekin, would 
disappear, and the Japanese would retain 
Port Arthur on the ground that the price 
of that fortress had not been paid. They 
Would algo keep Wei-hai-wei for similar 
reasons, but the two fortresses, coupled 
with the likelihood of being embroiled with 
Russia, would be poor equivalents for an 
indemnity urgently needed to replenish the 
Japanese exchequer, Ina word, the inter- 
ests of the Czar and the Mikado, although 
originally opposed, are now conjoined as 
regards the maintenance of the Chinese 
Emperor in a position to fulfill his contract, 


England, on the other hand, is threaten- 
ed with a complete loss of influence at 
Pekin, so long as the Manchu dynasty is 
able to sustain itself, If che whole of the 
original and extra indemnities due from 
China to Japan are obtained through Rus- 
sian guarantees, as now seems likely to be 
the case, the control of the Chinese cua- 
toms will naturally pass from the present 
English Administrator to Russian hands, 
Moreover, recent advices from Pekin con- 
firm the prediction that, should Russia 
become influential there, Frenchmen and 
Awericans might be welcomed, but Eng- 
lishmen would not be suffered to share in 
the development of China’s great capabili- 
ties by public works, Under all the cir- 
cumstances the British Foreign Office can-

The success of New Zealand farmers in 
supplying butter and fresh meat to the 
British market is due in a great measure 
to the perfection of the cold-storage 
system. ‘These perishable lines of goods 
are brought at once to the cold-storage 
stations, and are kept till the small 
refrigerator vessels make their rounds and 
gather them at

tor liners and carried to Britain, By this 
system the carcasses of mutton are frozen 
immediately after being dressed, and are

kept in that condition til) delivered in 
England. Butter, also, is kept ata tem- 
perature below the freezing point from the 
time it leaves the dairy till it is dolivered 
to the consumers, and is consequently fresh 
and sweet when offered for sale in Kagland, 
There is without doubt an opening in 
Canada for the successful prosecution ot 
this line of business. Of course it requires 
the care, energy and attention which 
private interest and enterprise alone can 
ive, 

- The willingness already shown by men 
of business experience to embark in the 
‘cold-storage business as a private specula- 
tion is the strongest evidence that it will 
supply a needy function and be conse- 
quently profitable, The course which 
business will adopt after the establishment 
of cold-sterage stations and refrigerator 
vessels caunot yet be predicted, It is 
not probable that the farmer will ever deal 
directly with his customers in Britain, 
although that has been suggested as wo 
possibility. He may prefer a definite price 
from as dealer on the delivery of his 
produce rather than an uncertain return 
from shipments abroad. The cheese fac- 
tories have shown, however, that farmers 
can successfully adopt the 

CO*OPERATIVE PRINCIPLE 
in the disposal of their goods, and ib is 
impossible to predict how far this same 
principle may be adopted in shipments 
through the medium of a cold-atorage 
system. The embargo on Canadian live 
cattle in British ports has made an opening 
for, or rather a necessity for, the freezing 
of beef for shipment. It is probable that 
this embargo will last for some time, as it 
has more friends in the present than in the 
retired Ministry. While it lasts it may be 
found more protitable to ship frozen carcass- 
es than live animals, The inquirement of 
immediate sinughter at the port of entry 
is injurious in many ways. The cattle lose 
in weight during the voyage and cannot be 
restored to the best condition, ‘The exposure 
of the voyage followed by immediate 
slaughter is said to have an injurious effect 
on the flavor of the beef, rnd there are also 
difficulties in the way of advantageous 
marketing owing to the strictness of the 
regulations. Men of experience in the cattle 
trade have expressed the view that these 
restrictions will make the shipment o1 
frozen meat more protitable than live cattle 
shipments, Like all other business innova- 
tions, the establishmeny of a cold-storage 
system will open up mavy opportunities 
and establish new enterprises which cannot 
now be anticipated, It will supply an 
mportant link in Canadian commerce.

There can be no doubt, as we have 
before stated, that waterworks would 
be a paying investment for a private 
company, but there are good reasons 
for keeping the control of such matters 
in the hands of the corporation in- 
stead, and consequently we advocate 
that the work should be done by the 
corporation and kept under civic con- 
trol. eer. ; 
Tn this connection it is interesting 
to note what has been done in other 
places. An agitation is now being 


carried on in Thorold for the establish- 
ment of waterworks there, and at a 


meeting of the Council held last week, 


the subject was before it, and an en- 


gineer, Mr. Roberts, gave some impor- 
tant information, from which we take 
the following extracts. They will be 
found wortliy of careful consideration. 
After showing that private companies 
had constructed and operated water- 
works in various towns and villages at 
a profit, he said :— 


If a private company can construct 
and operate a waterworks plant and 
derive an income from it, a public cor- 
poration is equally capable of doing the 
same, Waterworks are a benefit both 
from a commercial and sinitary stand- 
point, and are a source of direct as well 
as indirect revenue. It cannot be hard 
to comprehend how a waterworks plant 
can help a town commercially. ‘Towns 
without local improvements such as 
waterworks are ignored by manufac- 
turers whose interests are not tied up 
in the town—because it lacks that most 
important improvement, good and thor- 
ough fire protection. Itis easy to un- 
derstand that a manufacturer will more 
readily locate his factory where he has 

good fire protection and consequently 
reduced insurance rates, and at the 
same time be more likely to extend and 
improve his factory than he would in 
a locality where poor fire protection ex-

re Horseless 

A syndicate of prominent British Co- 
lumbia business men are about to adopt 
the horseless carriage for practical 
every-day use on x large scale. They 
have recently applied to the Pravincial 
Legislature for a special act, incorpora- 
ting the company with a Boe of $500,- 
000, and also empowering them to oper- 
ate traction engines and carriages on 
the famous old Cariboo waggon road, 
which runs from Asheroft,on theC.P.R., 
to Barkersville, in the heart of the gold 
country. 

All tributary highways in the mining 
districts are also included in the opera- 
tion privileges sought, though the mam 
route of the horseless carriage will be 
between Ashcroft and Barkerville, over 
two hundred miles of mountain road. 
Nhe principals in the scheme are thor- 
oughly satisfied that the days of the 
horse are over, at all events in such a 
country as Cariboo, where all animal 
feed must be imported, and is therefore 
prohibitively eepenaiy es The horseless 
carriages, they believe, will make bet- 
ter time, will carry he er loads, and 
will be cheaper to operate. 
They will for the present be run with 
oil engines, until storage batteries are 
considerably improved, and will handle 
both passengers and freight, carrying 
supplies inte the mining camps and tak- 
ing therefrom to the railway the output 
of ore. All the Company's vehicles are, 
by direction of the Government, to be 
provided with specially wide tire: 
that their operation will be beneficial, 
instead of injurious, to the roads over 
which they pass.

An order-in-council has been passed, 
on the recommendation of the Minister 
of the interior, dividing the unorganiz- 
ed and unnamed districts of the North- 
west territories into four provincial dis- 
tricts, to be known as Ungava, Frank- 
lin, McKenzie and Yukon. It is also 
provided that the district of Athabasca 
e enlarged by the addition of about 
143,000 square miles of territory, and 
that at the next session of Parliament a 
bill be introduced for the purpose of 
adding about four hundred and seventy 
thousand square miles to the district of 
Keewatin. By this arrangement the 
whole of the unorganized and unnamed 
portions of Canada have been divided 
into provincial districts. 


Application will be made in Parlia- 
ment next session for an act to incor- 
porate the Canadian Electric Railway 
& Power Company with power to oper- 
ate an electric Railway from Montreal 
to Windsor, via Brockville, Kingston, 
Belleville, ‘Toronto and London. Its 
promoters state that it does not propose 
to compete with the C.P.R. and GR.

A Caledonia Barber Cuts a Wifo's Thront 
and Attempts to Cut His Own, 


Caledonia, Ont., Oct, 21.—A_ terrible 
tr dy was enacted } about 11 
o'clock Saturday night, wh may cost 
a life. Park Pattison, a barber here, 
® married man, cut his wife's throat so 
that her windpipe was visible, and if 
she had not knocked the weapon from 


his hand it would have been instant 
death. uttison was shaving a man 
when he said it was too hot to work. 


Then, trembling, he put a razor in his 
pocket and went into the house, lock- 
ing the doors after him. He was not 
in very long when the people in the 
shop heard a @ecream of murder. They 
tried to break the doors in, but falled. 
In o short time they heard a rattling 
noise, and, the door opening, Mrs, Pat- 
Uson came out, bleeding terribly at the 
throat. She said: “Save my children,” 
The people ran in and saw Pattison 
trying to cut his own throat. Fortu- 
: y, in the fight, Mrs. Pattison had 
ed to break the rezor, and his 
attempt at suicide was not a success. 
although he managed to cut himself 
terribly. Doctors were summoned, and 
dressed the wounds of both Pattison 
and his wife, after which the former 
was taken to the lock-up, He was not 
in very long, however, when he was 
caught trying to knock out his brains 
on the stone wall. He was taken out 
and had twelve stitches put in his head, 
Mrs. Pattison will llve if blood poison- 
ing does not set in. Jealousy was the 
cause. 


WASHING POSTAGE STAMPS. 


The Toronto Police Capture Two Men 
and Find $500 Worth of Stamps. 


The police in No. 2 precinct made a 
double arrest last evening, which {s 
looked upon as of more than ordinary 
importance. The accused are George 
Brown, a retired clerk, and Richard 
Sadler, a laborer, and the charge js the 
very serious one of cleaning and dis- 
posing of used postage stamps, The ar- 
reste were the results of information 
which came into the possession of P.C. 
Ross during the afternoon, and, In com- 
pany with Detective Harrison, he 
watched for Sadler, and about 6 o'clock 
they caught him in the act of passing a 
quantity of the doctored stamps. Hav- 
ing taken their man to the Agnes Street 
Police Station they visited his lodgings 
at 41 Mission avenue, gnd there arrest- 
ed Brown, whom they found waiting for 
the other man. A search of Sadler's 
room discovered nothing, and a visit 
was then made to Brown's house, 155 


Howland avenue, where they discover- 
ed a large quantity of used stamps, 
cleaned and uncleaned. These were 
Canadian, United States and English 
issues, and of almost every denomina- 
tion. Their face value totalled from 
$500 to $600, and the cleaning had been 
80 well done that only the most careful 
and minute scrutiny would disclose the 
fraud. Having secured the stamps a 
further search was made for chemicals 
and apparatus, but without success. The 
prisoner Brown is a Scotchman, 65 
years of age. and of hitherto good re- 
putation. His home is well furnished, 
even to elegance. He has a wife and 
grown-up family, and Mrs. Brown ap- 
peared to be entirely taken by surprise 
when the officers stated their: mission, 
not having any idea apparently of her 
husband's alleged operations. Sadler is 
49 years of age, an Irishman by birth, 
and unmarried. The police have no pre- 
vious record against him. The accused 
will appear before the Police Magistrate 
this morning, though a remand will pro- 
bably be required to prepare the evi- 
dence.

sounded shortly before 12 o'clock, and 
the firemen were promptly on the spot 
and water was turned on the basement 
und lower storey, while the balance of 
the brigade turned thelr attention to 
getting the family and help and guests 
out of the building. Proprietor An- 


tuony Koch was among the first to 
shout to the firemen, ‘Save my fam 
ily,’ and then returned Into the upper 
hallways, which was the last seen of 
him till carried out apparently suffo- 
cated by the smoke, Medical ald was 
procured, and everything possible was 
done to bring him to life, but withour 
avail, The first inmates that were 
brought out by the brigade were 
Louise Curran, a servant, and Toney 
Koch, the latter aged six, and 
naked. They were taken down 
from the front of the building and 
laid out on the stretcher, where willing 
hands did everything possible to bring 
life to them. The following were res- 
cued in an unconscious condition :— 
Hattie Koch, aged about 10; Bernie, 
aged four, and Mrs. Koch, with a babe 
in her arms, Mrs, Koch and the babe 
were rescued through a roof window 
and brought to the street. Mrs. An- 
drews, a guest, was the next to be 
brought out and laia on the street on 
mattresses, making in all seven persons 
in charge of the medical staff, Drs. 
Wolverton and Balf and friends assem- 
bled. Mrs. Koch and the babe were 
taken toa neighbor's house. The others 
Were laid out on the mattresses and 
sidewalks in an unconscious state, 

Shortly after 1 o'ciock the doctors 
gave up all hope of saving the life of 
Mr. Koch. The others named at 1.30 
were apparently recovering, although 
not conscious, with the exception of Mrs. 
Koch and the servant, Louise Curren, 
who were out of danger. The fire is 
now under control, the building being 
pretty well gutted. The brigade had 
their efficiency well tested, as they had 
so many lives to rescue, and also to do 
battle with the flames in a brick veneer- 
ed building. The house was well filled 
with guests, all getting out safely, as 
Mr. Koch had sounded the alarm in the 
hallways while trying to get his fam- 
ily out. The guests will lose nearly all 
their effects, some reaching the streets 
in their night attire. The fatality has 
cast a gloom over the district of the 
Grand Trunk station, near which the 
hotel is located. A large crowd assem- 
bled at the scene, notwithstanding the 
late hour. The loss is believed to be 
covered by insurance. 


R.S. White, M.P., Resiens His Seat. 

Ottawa, Oct. 22.—(Special.)—Mr. R. 
S. White,the member for Cardwell, has 
sent in his resignation to the Speaker 
of the House of Commons. Mr. White 
has a promise three years old of the 
Montreal collectorship, and pressed for 
its fulfilment. At yesterday’s Cabinet 
Council Mr. Ives presented a report 
recommending Mr. White's im- 
mediate appointment. Mr. Hag- 
gart declared it would be 
disastrous to open Cardwell under 
present circumstances,and strongly op- 
posed the passage of the order. He 
was backed up by Messrs. Foster and 
Montague, and the Council broke up 
without the appointment going 
through. Then Mr. White wrote out 
his resignation and sent it in. As soon 
as it reaches the Speaker he must with- 
out delay issue his warrant authoriz- 
ing the issue of a writ for a new elec- 
tion. Mr. White naturally assigns al- 
together another reason for his extra- 
ordinary action. He says his business 
interests require his exclusive atten- 
tion. This is no doubt true, but the 
real reason is that his patience is ex- 
hausted. Another reason is a very 
important one. Mr. White had made 
up his mind to vote against remedial 
legislation if it came up in Parliament, 
because his constituency he knew was 
overwhelmingly opposed to interference 
with Manitoba. His personal inclina- 
tions, however, ran the other way, and 
if he felt free he would vote in favor 
of some remedy. He now sees that the 
effect of his resignation is to allow the 
electors of Cardwell to elect a repre- 
sentative who thinks with them on the 
school issue. 


Great Gas Strike at Ridgeways 


Ridgeway, Oct. 22,—The greatest gas 
well ever struck in this vicinity was 
developed last week by the Provineial 
Company.

They never left the ship, as others of the 
convicts did, to work in the quarries. Moat 
were incells 4 teet by 7 feet. Some of 
the worst were herded together in a com- 
mon den, where periodically they throttled 
one another in the night, The solitary 
sixty, most of them, carried from twenty 
to torty pounds weight of irons. ‘here 
are two cells, which are 2 feet 8 inches 
wide, and are very nearly airtight. A man 
chained bere toan iron ring in the side 
could neither Jie down, nor sit down, nor 
kneeldown, He could not see, it was as 
much as he could do to breathe, and the 
interchange ot blasphemies between him- 
self and his companions was the only thing 
that preserved to him hisreason, For the 
discipline, the triangles, the necklace—a 
contrivance which kept a row of men 
standing fora day in the torture of rackin 
cramp—the irons, the seventy-two-poun' 
leg shot, the flogging were powerless to 
subdue the indomitable spirit of the solitary 
sixty. They show you o cat-o’-nine-tails 
among the relica of the Success—a weapon 
with nine serpents of catgut, as thick as 
blind cord, and twisted with wire. One of 
the sixty has had his back scored and 
crossed with forty lashes of this unwincing, 
and then has turned round from the tri- 
angle offering to fight the best officer on 
board, 

There is a fascination about the ship, but 
there is not a redeeming memory about it, 
The inspector-general of the ship was John 
Price.

penitent ruffians oa board, It was a reward 
tor good conduct, and the men liked it as 
a diversiou, The better-behaved prisoners 
were put in the middle deck cells, which 
were only 7 feet by 4 feet, but pormitted 
a glimmer of light, The least refractory 
were put three together in styes 7 feet by 
7 feet, This was a device highly favourable 
to the formation of mutinies, of which 
there were several; but they all ended in 
the shooting of one or more prisoners and 
the flogging of the reat, together with a 
descent to the dark cells, In these the 
floor is worn away here and there by the 
rubbing of the irons as the convicts tried 
to find a position in which they could rest 
more easily, There are two other facts 
atout the ship, among a number of inver- 
esting ones, that are especially remarkable. 
One is that she was only saved from 
destruction to remain » somewhat acandal- 
ous memorial of the treatment of convicts 
forty years ago by an accident.

and to argue from any thing he may have 
done to general principles would be very 
misleading. The reading of the yellow- 
backed literature may havegiven adirection 
to his evil propensities, but it did not create 
them. The boy’s extraordinary callousness 
may be estimated from the following letter 
which he wrote from prison to Rev. Mr, 
Shaw of Plaistow : 

“*From R. A. Coombs, H. M. Prison, 
Holloway, 14 Sept., 1895 : 

**Dear Mr, Shaw,—! received your letter 
on last Tuesday, I think I will get hung, 
but I don’t care as long as they give mea 
good breakfast before they hang me, If 
they don’t hang I think I will commit 
suicide—that will do just as well. I'll 
strangle myself, I hope you are all well. 
I go up on Monday to the Old Bailey to be 
tried. I hope you will bethere, I think 
they will sentence me todeath. If they 
do I will call all the witnesses liars. I 
remain your affectionate friend, R. A, 
Coombs.” 

There was attached to it a drawing of a 
gibbet with two figures being pushed for- 
ward by another, over whom there was the 
word, ‘* Executioner.” There was the 
line, ‘* Scene I., going to the scaffold.” At 
the other side there was another

a person being hanged while the words 
goodebye issued from his mouth, and 
below the words, “*Here goes nothing.” 
There was a postscript:—‘*My wills 
Doctor, £3,000; Mr. Payne, £2,000; Mr. 
Shaw, £5,000; my father, £60,000 ; all the 
warders, £300 a piece, Signed R. UC, 
Please excuse crooked scaffold, I was too 
heavy, sol bentit. Ileave you £5,000.” 

The tone of this letter can of course be 
traced to the penny dreadtfuls, but the 
heart and the epirit behind it belong to the 
individual, The jury evidently did not 
want to have the lad hanged, and brought 
in a verdict of ‘guilty, but insane,” At 
the same time it is quite evident that 
while he is abnormal he is not insane. 
He was nevertheless sentenced to be con- 
fined in some iosane asyluin during her

The Cost of Waterworks. 


Brockville, Oct, 21, ’95. 
Dr. Parker, Stirling. 

Dpar Sir.—Being very busy I have 
been unable to look into the matter of 
Stirling Waterworks until now. Al 
lowing that the lake is 12,000 feet dis- 
tant, we could, I think, lay an 8 inch 
main from there to the town, and con- 
nect with 1850 feet of 6 inch main on 
principal street, with 2905 feet of 4 inch 
and 1785 feet of 8 inch mains on back 
streets, placed as shown me on the plan 
in your office, connect 12 fire hydrants 
with connections for two 24 inch lines of 
hose each; place 50 service cocks where 
desired, completing them from the main 
to the sidewalks each side of the street, 
and arranged with valve box and cover 
in sidewalk; mains to have gate valves 
on each of them so that they could be 
shut separately if desired; all mains 
and pipes to be at least 5 feet below the 
surface, for the sum of ($14,500) fourteen 
thousand fiye hundred dollars, or with 
a6 inch main from lake for two thou- 
sand dollars less ($2,000.) This of course 
is just approximately speaking as I have 
not gone all over the ground to see the 
nature of the soil, ete. 

With the 8 inch main there would be 
sufficient water to give you power to 
run factories, grist mills, etc., and 
might probably be the better investment 
of the two in the long run. 

Hoping these figures will be of use to 
you and that we may be permitted to 
figure in earnest before long, I am,

CURRENT NOTES 


The atruggle in Cuba drags on, the 
folegtaph announcing a battle oF 
skirmish every fow days, victory rest- 
ing with the Spaniards or insurgents, 49 
the news comes through Havana or Key 
West. Enough patriots haye beon 
killod off, according to the Spanish de- 
apatchos, to reduce the insurgent forees 
to insignificance, yet the war does not 
end, the patriots are full of hope, have 
established a provisional government, 
republican in form, and are levying sys- 
tematio taxation for its support. More- 
over, unless all accounts are falso, they 
are dealing the Spaniards some heavy 
blows, are destroying bridges, crippling 
railways, laying waste the sugar ie 
tates, and prohibiting industry, om tho 
principle that if Cuba cannot be free, 
it shall at least be worth nothing to 
its owners. Meanwhile, Spain has 80,- 
000 troops of all arms in the island, 
more than Great Britain maintains 10 
India, and one soldier for every four 
adults in the ontire population, with 
the support of the Spanish party, and 
command of all the large cities and 
towns. Her troops are brave, well 
equipped and supplied, and even if one- 
fourth of them are in hospitals, there 
should be enough left, well commanded, 
to -hold down the island at every point, 
‘as a British army of like strength cer- 
tainly would do, Yet the patriots are 
everywhere, the Spanish troops are con- 
stantly attacked, apparently nearly al- 
ways when at a disadvantage, the bat- 
tles are not great enough to be de- 
cisive, the struggle thus dragging on 
with no promise of a solution of any 
sort being reached. 

The explanation offered for this state 
of things, and doubtless the true one, 
is that Marshal Campos has found sym- 
pathy with the patriot cause so general, 
and the difficulty of suppressing the 
revolt so great, that he has been forced 
to concentrate in the island a far larger 
force than was at first deemed ade- 
quate to the task. To carry on the 

_ contest with a small army would be 
to prolong the war, increase the cost, 
nd run the risk of intervention by the 
United States, and to avoid these dan- 
gers, he has determined to mass a suf- 
ficient force to crush the revolt in a 
single short campaign, when the advent 
of the dry season permits unimpeded 
movement. His purpose is not only 
to defeat the insurgents, but to so 
utterly crush them that no rising will 
be possible for the next generation—so

LOOKS BAD FOR FRANCE, 


DARK DOINGS Of TROOPS NOW 
RAVAGING MADAGASCAR, 


Sallors and Marines Are Accused of Shock- 
ing Atrocitios— They Pillage and 
Slaughtor—Worst Acts of Indians 

Emulated by So-Called Soldiers of 

ern Civilization. 


Private advices from Madagascar bring 
unpleasant concerning the 
French expedition engaged in the conquest 
of tho island, says a recent letter from 
Poris, Up to thia time the shameful seorets 
have been kept fairly well, owing to the 
rigid censorship exorcised over mail matter 
sent out of the French lines, All commouni- 
cationa sent out by mail are opened and 
examined, just o8 in Russia when a nibilis- 


revelations 


tic conspiracy is on, and severe penalties 
are imposed for attempts to smuggle lettera 
out of the country, Private soldiers are 
not allowed to carry writing materiale with 
them, lest they make known to relatives 
and friends in Europe things that the gov- 
ernment desires to suppress. Only half a 
dozen newspaper correspondents are per. 
mitted to follow the operations of the 
expedition, and they represent newspapers 
who will support the ministry through 
thick and thin. Probably there never wa 
a military campaign hedged in with greater 
secrecy, and it seems that there is good 
reason tor this secrecy. If we may believe 
the stories that are whispered here civiliz- 
ation owes on apology to the Apaches and 
other so-called savages that have been held 
up in horror for their fiendishness in 
warfare. Except in the matter of deliberate 
ingenuity in inflicting physical torture 
there seems little to choose between them 
and the Trench. 
BARBAROUS PRAOTIOES. 


The latter are not accused of torturing 
their prisoners for the sake of the pleasure 
piven by the spectacle of intense suffering, 
the torture is merely a necessary. incident 
of the indulgence of their passions. The 
soldiers accused of barbarities are not the 
Savages and semisavages from Dahomey; 
Algeria and other fierce nations conquered 
by the French. These are comparatively 
well behaved under military discipline, The 
worst offenders are said to be the sailors 
and marines, though the infantry ia bad 
enough, The conduct of which they are ac- 
cused toward the nutive women and child- 
ren may be described by two words—utter 
license, but these words do not convey to 
the imagination an idea of the barbarity of 
the conduct that is described in detail by 
persons who claim to have been eye witness- 
es of it. : 

The Turkish atrocities in Armenia are 
matched by French atrocities in Madagas- 
car, if one may accept the statements of 
persons trustworthy in ordinary matters. 
It is not likely that the truth will ever be 
known about this side of the French con- 
quest of Madagascar, Even Frenchmen 
who are shocked by the spectacle of viola- 
tion and murder are restrained by patriotism 
from holding their nation up to shame. 


SHAMEFUL EXCESSES, 


The excesses of the French soldiers are 
the more shameful because they are not 
the acts of soldiers maddened by the fury 
of war. There is no war in Madagascar, 
properly speakine, The French army, 
equipped with the finest death-dealing 
machines, have encountered about as much 
opposition from the Hovas as they would 
from a flock of sheep, The enemy has fled 
whenever they have appeared, and the 
number of Hovas killed and wounded has 
been merely a question of how long it was 
before they could get into hiding places ; a 
question ot how many birds the sportsmen 
could bring down before the covey got 
away. ‘The losses inflicted by the Hovas 
have been insignificant. After each such 
flushing of game that has marked the 
advance of the French they have thrown 
themselves upon the undefended villages 
su2 towns and have pillaged, burned and 
viotaved, That is the story of the expedi- 
tion as it is told by impartial observers. 

The difficulties of the expedition have 
been precisely the same as attended the 
construction of the Panama Railroad. It 
was necessary to build a road upon which 
to transport supplies through tropical 
swampsand forests, The mortality from 
fever and sunstroke and disease has been 
very great, just as it was on the iathmus, 
The road is nearly completed now, When 
it is finished the French may be expected 
to take Antananarivo, the capital, without 
further ado, and the campaign will be 
ended. ‘he track of the Irench will be 
marked by two things, a civilized road and 
a desolate and ravaged country. That iso 
summary of the Wrench operations in 
Madagascar according to the latest private 
accounts, The official dispatches continue 
to bulletin victories and other pleasing 
events, 


LOSING MILLIONS IN TREASURE. 


Another feature of the campaiga about 
which more is heard is the coast, Henri

CHANGE from the

“tHE advice which is usually given on 
How to Paper a House is quite as 
sensibie as the Guide to Manners, Rules 
of Dress and similar treatises which 
are more didactic than logical. Never- 
theless, the following are axiomatic 
and well to remember, bearing always 
in mind the character of the occupant: 
Bedrooms should be papered in me- 
dium tones of color, neither light enough 
to make a glare in summer, nor dark 
enough to absorb the pale gleams of 
winter, 

For a summer room let us take a hint 
from the cool, old-fashioned parlor, 
whose closed blinds and dark walls 
were a refuge for the eye and mind 
after the bright whitewashed kitchen. 

A decided pattern in the paper is 
sometimes necessary to increase the size 
of aroom. Fine vertical lines do this, 
whereas any large detuched patterns 
have the opposite effect. 

Blue walls, or those with blue lights 
in the color, make a room seem large, 
as blue recedes from the eye. ‘This color 
must be skillfully used, however, for if 
too pale it is cold and unsympathetic ; 
if crude, it takes all color from its mis- 
tress. The shades of blue that wear 
the best on the nerves and senses are 
toned with gray, yellow or pink. 

Do not forget in the country house 
that the green on the lawn and in the 
foliage will play strange tricks with 
reflections, and sometimes apparently 
change the entire color scheme of a 
room, ; 

Grayish tones of red and pink are 
cool and restful, but beware of orange, 
save in a little dark den of a winter 
house.

of thicknesses of paper that you do not

If you are willing to go to the trouble 
and want the best work done remove all 
old paper, and sandpaper the wall to 
remove all bits of paper that may be 
left.

WAS A STRANGE CAREER, 


STORY OF THE LIFE OF MARWOOD 
THE ENGLISH .-HANGMAN, 


Ue Was a Somnambulist—Served Twenty 
Years as the Taker of Haman Lives— 
Hanged the Governor of th Prison 
by Mistinke White Walktug in His 
Sleep. 

Marwood, the executioner of England, 
who died not long ago, enjoyed the repu- 
tation which none of his craft enjoyod be- 
fore him, He had 20 years’ experience at 
his death, and had even delved into the 
solence to improve the method of vocation 
in which he more than prided himself he 
folt seoure from rivalry, and the English 
people agreed with bim. 

In June, 1878, however, 
evident he could no longer claim the first 
place among hangmen. Early on ‘he 
morning of the second of that month there 
pervaded in the vicinity of the London 
Jail, Marwood’s headquarters, rumors of 
an appaling occurrence which had just been 
discovered within its walls, The rumors 
were quickly confirmed, The Governor of 
the jail had been hanged dufing the night 
on his own gallows, An officer of the 
prison making hisrounds just before dawn, 
a8 he passed beneath tho scaffold had run 

Against the dangling corpse of his superior 
The dawning day threw additional light on 
this horrible crime. Clearly no being had 
ever before been transferred to ctornity 
with nicerskill, The knot, the nonse, the 
posture of the viotim, all showed a master 
hand. Marwood no longer stood alone. 
The plan of the London jail is sufficiently 
peouliar, The original building had> been 


long and narrow, but its boundaries were 
wide enough to allow room for o single 
wing, which was built later at one end of

The Judge instantly waved his arm to an 
attendant, and the room was plunged in 
darkness, The connsel went on in a lower 
tone: ‘I said, your Honor, that I dreaded 
the recalling of that awful scene, but my 
duty now makes me bid you see it. Look, 
then.” He pointed out of the window and 
left the room, The turning of all eyes in 
the direction indicated covered the action 
of the presiding magistrate, who followed 
the counsel from the room on tho inetant. 
The gallows was now plainly visible before 
the magistrate bathed in the misty moon- 


assed before all hope to trace the criminal 

isappeared, Tho closest enquiries were 
made by the sitting magistrate who had 
been gent to preside over their deliber 
ations, but to noayoil, The magistrates’ 
meetings, which naturally took place in the 
large secondfloor room, were about to be 
discontinued. The detectives were the 
first to despair. 

One whoatops tovonsider the character 
of the ordinary detectives has already 
foreseen this, ‘The vocation, as practised, 
demands a mindof no usual power. The 
detective learns to track crime as the 
machiniet learns to become a master of hie 
tools, by experience. Here experience 
deserted them at the outset. A murder 
occurs. One must look for footprints for 
the possible whereabout of the assacsin 
before aud atter the deed, But one can 
only look for traces where a natural life 
flowe, around the site in which men 
shudder, suspect not within the methodical 
domains of justice itself, One must drag 
_ struggling witnesses to the ordeal ot 
_ examination. 

In this case the investigators were 
baffled by testimony voluntarily given, 
Witnesses flocked to give their depositions, 
The prison guard, a body of men paid to 
Carry out the decree of law, swore that 
the cells were left doublé-locked, as the 
coroner found them upon his arrival, 
Moreover, it was absurd to suspect a pris- 
oner, a manacled wretch in a cell, awaiting 

his death, to calmly execute his jailer on 
the gallows which gaped upon himself. 

On June 16 it was announced that the 
_ investigating magistrates would hold their 

final session. The general belief that

by an unknown hand would be rendered 
turned out well founded. The superior 
magistrate had assured a friend that such 
was the decision of himself and his profes- 
sional brethren, The detectives, illat case, 
awaited their exoneration. Meanwhile, 
Marwood showad little interest in the con 

tinual excitement around him. If the 
hangman felt the blow upon his reputation, 
he showed no signs of it. All could see 
that he was naturally a frave man. What 
would ono expect? He knew nothing, he 
did nothing but his professional duty ; 
that he did that well with Marwood went 
without saying. 

The hour ior the verdict at last arrived, 
delayed by various circumstances until near 
midnight, Amid intense silence the pre- 
siding magistrate rose to make known the 
result of the investigation. Before he had 
begun to speak, however, a high voice in- 
terrupted him trom a corner of the room, 
All eyes were turned in that direction, The 
examining counsel, a man of tall, slender 
figure, with a dark complexion and piercing

Five minutes later, the counsel, with 
pale face and disheveled clothes, again 
stands before the magistrate, this time con- 
fronting Marwood, ‘ Your Honor,” he 
said, “I have pointed out the murderer. 
Although the testimony of the prisoner’s 
wife gave me my firat clue, Ido not now 
believe the murderer was asleep, either 
when he committed the crime or just now. 
As to the question of moral responsibility, 
there can be but one voice; the murderer 
is not morally guilty.

The engineer can be very 
comfortable if he is quite sure of the track 
ahead, and it is only in rounding ourves or 
in approaching crossings that he fools ner- 
vous, and it is doubtful if it is ony more 
Strain to run a locomotive at high speed 
than to ride a bicycle through crowded 
thoroughfares Judging by the counten- 
ances of the bicycle rider aud the engineer, 
the engineer has rather the beat of it.

POISONS IN DRY GOODS. 


DEADLY DYES BY WHICH MANY 
FABRICS ARE COLOURED. 


Cellulotd ts a Compound of Can 
and Gan Cotton, and is Mighty tnflam 


mable—Lurking Dangers to Which 
the Woman of Fashion is Nowadays 
Subjected, 


The microhe has been taking up so much 
of the public attention recently that people 
are beginning to forget that thereare other 
poisons besides those manufactured in the 
private laboratory of this ingenious little 
worker, Yet arsenic can kill as well as 
tuberculosie, and lead isas fatal as diph 
theria ; and if we put the former on our 
clothes and rub the latter on olr faces we 
shall one day repentit, 

According to a Parisian physician who 
has been taking a census of the dangers 
that lurk in the boudoir of a fashionable 
woman, she is fortunate ifshe escapes being 
poisoned, and even if she does she runs 
greatrisk of being burned to death, In 
the first place, a great number of coloured 
fabrics are more or less poisonous, Many 
dyes are toxic, As is well known, arsenio 
ig chiefly to be blamed for this fact, though 
the law forbids the use of arsenical salts in 
dyes, 

Some persons are apt to think that the 
quantity of poison in a wall paper or a 
fabric is, after all, very small, but this is 
by no means the case. Certain stutis con- 
tain more than two grammes of arsenious 
acid to the yard —particularly the gauzy 
green fabrics. Many accidents are caused 
by aniline colors, and above all by fuchsin 
and coralin, which are made by treating 
rosalic acid with ammonia. Fuchsin is not 
poisonous in itself, but rosanilin, of which 
this and many other colorjng matters are 
salts, are obtained by treating anilins with 
oxidizers, of which two are as dangerous as 
they are common—namely, nitrate of 
mercury and arsenic acid; and it is rare to 
find fuchsin that does not contain 


MORE OR LESS POISON. 


The observations of French physicians have 
shown that articles of clothing colored with 
this substance and placed in contact with 
the skin cause not only local eruptiohs but 
symptonis of disease throughout the system. 
For instance,cases of arythema and serious 
inflammation of the ekin have been caused 
by wearing red merino stockings colored 
by the markers with rosanilin containing 
arsenic as animpurity, 

This is only one of many examples of 
products, harmless in themselves, that be- 
some -actively poisonous by reason of 
impurities due to some process of prepara- 
tion. 

But the unfortunate modern woman not 
only runs risk of poisoning herself with 
every article of clothing she dons, she may 
also be seriously burned by the explosives 
that she uses daily in the toilec. First, 
there are the articles made of celluloid— 
now found on every toilet table, though 
often mavquerading as horn or ivory. 
Celluloid is a compound of camphor and 
gun cotton, and is highly inflammable, but, 
in spite of this, its cheapness and the ease 
with which it may be shaped have made it 
a favorite material for combs, hairpins and 
all sorts of small fancy toilet articles, even 
for artificial teeth, whose wearers probably 
do not realize that they are tranylormupy 
their mouths into animated bombs chargec 
with guncotton, 

Among all these celluloid toilet articles, 
however, combs are the only ones that have 
hitherto caused accidents, The 

MOST SERIOUS ACOIDENT 

of this kind, or, at all events, the one that 
made the greatest impression on the public, 
Was que that occurred in France. A little 
girl on her return from school was set 
to werk atironing near a stove, During 
her work she leaned constantly towards 
the hot stove so that her head was almost 
directly over it, and after she had been in 
this attitude for aboutan hour herimitation 
tortoise-shell comb, made of celluloid, 
caught fire all at once and her head waa in 
An instant enveloped in flames, Her mother 
hastened to her aid and put out the tire aos 
g00n us she could, but not before a large 
part of the child's hair had been burned 
offand her scalp had sustained a serious 
burn about four inches #quare which was 
long in healing. 

Lees serious burus have resulted from 
wearing the long double celluloid hairpins 
with whioh womon so often tranafix their 
hair, When they bend over o lamp, or 
even a candle, the projecting part often 
comes in contact with the flame and takes 
fire like a match, but it is usually oasy to 
extinguish it before it reaches the hair. 

There are fabrics, too, that are little 
botter than explosive. Not to apeak of the 
light, easily inflammable stuffs that 
abound, there is @ sort of cheap flannel 
called pilou, largely used for women’s gar= 
ments, especially wrappers and night- 
dresses. The surface is of variegated hue 
and covered with long, silky haira forming 
oe eort of down, and taking firo like ful- 
minating cotton when brought near a Jarap, 
candle or open fire, The flame sproxds 
rapidly over the whole surface, gonerally 
going out of itsulf, but often taking hold 
of the body of the fabric, giving rise to 
very serious burns, In December, 1589, 
a aervant was burned in this way, and the 
French sanitary authorities condemned 
pilou os a dangerous fabrio for tee in 
making garmenta with flowing skirts.

The Drunkard in Austr ia 


The Austrian Government has prepared 
a bill for the treatment of habitual drunk 
ards, ‘The measure provides for retreats 
for inebriates, and for voluntary as well 
as compulsory detention of drunkards, 


The latter class may be sent to the retreat 
of the respective district either by the order 
of o Magistrate or on the petition of the 
parents or children, or of the husband or 
wite or trustee, or of the chief of a lunati 
asylum in which the drunkard may bo 
detained, The detention of the inebriate 
must be preceded by inquiry before a 
court, which is bound to hear witnesses, 
including the'drunkard himself, as well as 
the doctors, more especially exports on 
mental diseases, ‘The term of detention 
will be gonorally for two years, but the 
inebriate may be released on leave after 
one your, subject to reconfinemont. After 
the two years’ term he must be rolearod, 
but if he should afterwards come under the 
provisions of the measure he may be sen- 
tenced again and again for fresh terms of 
two years, and eventually given over to a 
lunatio asylum or toa hospital. Tho spirit 
in which the enactment is framed is shown 
by the fact thatthe inebriate is throughout 
described as the ** pationt.”

The Japan- 
ese are more likely to resist all such 
aggrandizement of territory by Russia, 
and it is possible should she offer ac- 
tive resistance, that Great Britain and 
other powers might be drawn into the 
struggle. .

NSTINCT—the domestic instinct 
common to all peoples—has been 
fostered by our social customs 
and political institutions until it 
is perhaps one of the most marked 
features of the national character. This 
feeling is appropriately expressed in one 
of our most popular melodies—we might 
almost call it one of our national an- 
thems. The beautiful song of ‘* Home, 
Sweet Home” interprets the ideal 
sentiment of our private life. The 
variations of temperature in our climate 
has intensified this home feeling. Our 
* house is not only a dwelling-place in 
which we live with our kindred ; it par- 
takes of the nature of a shelter, almost 
a refuge, from the inclemencies of the 
weather. The family circle gathered 
around the cheerful fire, securely pro- 
tected from the keen east wind or 
breezing cold, is one of our most pleas- 
ant experiences, and many incidents 
connected with our earlier years still 
further enhance this partiality for home. 
Eyen its furniture, for instance, has 
many attractive associations, and we 
often refuse to part with particular 
objects which are connected in our 
mind with important events of our 
past life. 

In many countries the climate is so 
warm andequable that the inhabitants 
can spend most of their time in the 
open air; and hence there is no home 
life as we understand it. The houses 
in the cities are frequently built in flats 

_ for separate families, and many even 
prefer to live in lodgings. They spend 
their evenings in public gardens at the 
open-air concerts, or outside the cafes 
in the streets; necessarily the mem- 
bers of a family live much apart; the 
male portion congregate together to 
Smoke and discuss the news, while 
their wives and children seek amuse- 
ment elsewhere. With us the family 
is much more united; constant inter- 
course creates a closer sympathy, and 
more or less every member shares the 
common anxieties and enjoyments of 
life. A considerable portion of our time 
is spent in the home, and since we are 


all influenced by our surroundings, it 
follows that the character of that home 
will largely affect the disposition and 
refinement of those who dwell there. 
.Our present subject has to do with 
only one of these home influences. Al- 
though not the first in importance, it is 
yet of considerable value, and to illus- 
trate it we will refer to a striking result 
which the influence of art in some 
houses has produced. It cannot be 
questioned that as a rule men and 
women who are the children of wealthy 
parents possess a greater polish of 
manner than those more rudely born. 
We do not refer to refinement of mind— 
that is only possessed by those who are 
influenced by noble thoughts and aspi- 
rations—but the cultivation of manners, 
the grace of action, the ease and quie- 
tude of utterance, which are considered 
socially to belong to ladies and gentle- 
men, are largely due to the early in- 
fluence of art upon their education. We 
do not deny that it is often inherited 
but it was acquired in the first in- 


tance. In these days, when large 
fortunes are often rapidly made, we 
constantly meet with examples of this 
nature. The father—perhaps lowly 
born—by energy, industry and talent 
becomes the possessor of a large income: 
his pride leads him to occupy a fine 
house, beautifully furnished, and his 
children grow up amid surroundings 
which he did not himself enjoy, In 
one generation we see a marked im- 
provement in cultivated manners; the 
education of the school has been aided 
by the unconscious effect of art in the 
home, and the son is socially more of a 
gentleman than his father. ‘This is 
sometimes to be observed still 
prominently in the members of a single 
family; the elder children born before 
the acquisition of wealth suffer in cul- 
ture in comparison with the younger 
ones, because they have not shared the 
same advantages. Earnest advocates 
of the extension of education sometimes 
contend thatthe mental training of the 
schoolroom will produce culture as well 
as intellectual strength, but the evi- 
dence of experience is against them 
Not only education, but the daily inter- 
course with cultivated companions, and 
the atmosphere of art surroundings, are 
necessary to the composition of a man 
or woman ofculture. This has become 
so well recognized a fact, that some 
medical writers strongly urge that none 
but good pictures should be introduced 
into our nurseries, so that the beneficial 
effect of beauty may be obtained in 
childhood. If wewish our children to 
be graceful in action, refined in feeling, 
and polished in manner, we must sur- 
round them from infancy with objects 
of artistic merit. The suggestion con- 
tained in Wordsworth’s lines, 
“and beauty born of inurmuring sound 
Shall pass into her face,’ 

is very likely to be true in every beauti- 
fal object we see, and should induce

us to attempt an ideal perfection in 
every portion of furniture or article of 
domestic use. 

That home influence might be made, 
and ought to be made, a most import- 
ant factor in art education, we can 
illustrate by a fact which most of our 
readers will recognize as of common 
occurrence. ‘There is usually in every 
house one fayorite room, and it is pre- 
ferred, not always on account of any 
special advantages of construction, 
such as loftiness or comfort, or even of 
position, as offering an opportunity for 
observing street life or pleasing scenery, 
but because it has been frequently used, 
The master of the house considers the 
whole of it his home, but he retires to 
his study, or some other special *‘dig- 
gings’’—as our American cousins would 
say—when he wishes to enjoy to the 
fullest extent the luxury of perfect 
freedom from constraint; and probably 
he rubs his hands with delight as he 
enters the well-known place. It is not 
difficult to comprehend the reason for 
this preference. He has been accus- 
tomed to the room and furniture, to the 
paper on the walls, the carpet on the 

oor, and to every object that meets his 
view; and this familiarity has been 
sufficient to endear to him the room 
and its contents. Many of the articles 
may be ugly, and yet he has grown to 
like them because he has seen them for 
years. Had they been beautiful he 
would have liked them for the same 
reason, and it is better to like beauty 
than ugliness; there would then also 
have been an additional attachment, 
for it is one of the qualities of beauty 
to become increasingly attractive the 
oftener it is clearved’ “Tf, contrary to 
the common rule, this favorite room, so 
frequently used, were furnished 
throughout and decorated with artistic 
taste, and every article it contained 
were an object of beauty, it would be 
difficult to over-estimate the value of 
its unconsciously refining influence up- 
on the mind of the daily occupant. A 
short experience would be sufficient 
to measure to some extent this result. 
When the eye had become accustomed 
to the alterations so as to feel at home, 
a change back to the former condition 
would produce a revulsion of feeling, 
because, in the meantime, the eye 
would have become educated to appre- 
ciate more fully the excellence of 
beauty. 

But the fact that there is a favorite 
room, and that without any obvious 
superiority of furniture or construction 
it is often so much preferred to any 

other, suggests the question whether 
there has not been a want of some 
correct principle in furnishing the 
house. In other parts less frequently 
used there is something strange, and 
ittle or nothing to connect them with 
the favorite. place, consequently there 


is not so much home feeling. Yet this 
ought not to be the case; every room 
or portion of the house should have 


familiar associations, and in the fullest 
sense give the sensation ofhome. This 
strangeness of some parts of our dwell- 
ings is largely increased by the fashion 
of furnishing to impress our acquaint- 
ances, instead of to conduce to our own 
comfort. It is not unusual to find in 
many houses of the middle and upper 
classes of society that some rooms are 
kept apart for the reception of visitors 
alone, the strangeness of their appear- 
ance resulting from their infrequent 
use, placing us, so far as ease and 
homelike feeling are concerned, in very 
much the same position as our guests. 
And among the ‘‘ upper ten” the state- 
rooms never lose their ceremonious 
atmosphere, even with their possessors. 
This is the most to be regretted since 
the most beautiful artistic possessions 
are most generally sleoad in these 
isolated portions of the building, and 
thus the influence of art upon the mind, 
which their presence among us in our 
daily life would confer, is lost. 
Probably this desire for ostentatious 
display, by encouraging a lavish ex- 
penditure on reception rooms to the 
neglect of the other parts of the house, 
has led to the adoption of the present 
principle of furnishing, which results 
in transforming a home into a collec- 
tion of rooms having no relation in 
furniture or decoration to each other. 
The house should be an entirety, and 
every part connected together by some 
harmony of design, so that the associa- 
tion of home may be experienced 
throughout. We do not argue that 
every room should be precisely alike 
that would only result in monotony, 
and would be as injurious to artistic 
effect as if all were as equally dis- 
similar; variety being as essential as 
harmony. Besides, separate rooms are 
required for different purposes, and 
should be adapted for their special 
objects; but there should be some re 
lationship between them all, and not 
the same difference in general appear- 
ance in passing from one room to the 
other as there is in passing from one 
of them to a room in a different house, 


and this might be obtained with little 
if any additional cost by adopting a 
correct art principle in its arrangement

ly. ‘These papers are the staples in the 
trade. They are papers that it is abso- 
lutely necessary for the people to have. 

It is not true that the increased use 
of the less expensive papers is detri- 
mental to an increased use of the 
expensive papers; more of both kinds 
of paper has been used. The output of 
all kinds of paper has increased. 

The cheaper papers occupy the same 
relative position to the wall paper trade 
that sugar and calico occupy to the 
grocery and dry-goods trade respective- 
ly. The more the cheaper papers are 
used the more expensive papers will be 
used. The increasing civilization and 
the increasing comfort and refinement 
of the people of this country demand an 
increased use of wall papers of all 
kinds. 

The fact that the output of paper has 
been greater, and that papers are more 
generally used now than ever before, 
indicates that the wall paper dealer has 
been applying his knowledge and skill 
to the decoration of houses in such a 
a manner as to recommend the use of 
wall paper. Those facts indicate also 
that the manufacturers have been spar- 
ing neither pains nor money to obtain 
the best results at the least cost to the 
customer—that they, too, are doing all 
in their power to make wall papers 
useful and popular, 

Joseph McHugh & Co, of New York, 
the famous house furnishers, haye 
demonstrated the truth of this in show- 
ing that nothing can be attained in 
decorating without the use of wall 
paper. Paint is well enough for kitchens 
and pantries, but artistic decorating 
can not be done without the employ- 
ment of wall paper or costly hand- 
painting. Painting is neither artistic 
nor beautiful unless done by an artist. 
Artists come high, and to decorate a 
house throughout, or even a few special 
rooms, by the hand-painting of a special 
artist, is too expensive for the average 
well-to-doCanadian. Fabrics employed 
for this purpose are sometimes equally 
costly, without attaining such good 
results. Besides this, they are not 
suitable to the Canadian taste. Paper 
hangings are both suitable and inex- 
pensive. They are designed by artists 
and printed by artisans. Thus the best 
ronnie are attained. A room can be 
decorated in the most correct designs of 
any particular style or color, to suit the 
requirements of the surroundings, by 
the best artists and the best artisans in 
the world. These designs and colors 
can be produced in wall papers and 
thus make at the same time a decora- 
tion that is within the limits of cost 
for the average man, and a reproduc- 
tion in form and color of the highest 
attainments of art, Every wall paper 
dealer should consider it his duty to 
show that this can be done, and that 
no other decorative material is either

If now and again 
he tentatively ventured into colors, 
the results were so awful that he would 
shrink in horror from another such 
attempt. Some bolder and more callous 
spirits made picturesque and kaleido- 
scopic effects which they urged upon 
innocent and amiable people as artistic ; 
but that sunflower mstheticism did not 
last. It had the merit of garnish effect 
or of artistic sensationalism only. It 
could not last. Good taste, like good 
sense, will always prevail. As a sort 
of protest against the sunflower sensa- 
tionalism, the dainty period of creamy- 
white timidity came into vogue. Many 
decorators knew that oddities of form 
and color'could not be used alike in 
marble halls and maidens’ boudoirs, 
but they did not have the independence 
to risk an open defiance of the prevalent 
style, They found a sort, of refuge 
nnder*' A Milk White Flag” of nonen- 
tity. The wall paper manufacturers 
assumed the risk of putting colors into 
their papers for this season. The results 
are beautiful in the products and profit- 
able to the consumer, Strong, rich 
colors are precisely what the people 
were waiting for; employed judicious- 
ly, they are precisely what they should 
have, This is an era of strong colors. 
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the eccentricities of the sunflower 
sensationalism, of riotous vulgarity, 
and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity. It is not only philosophic to 
use strong colors, but it is artistic, 
wsthetic, and delightful—the climax of 
all things true, good, and beautiful,

{t abated one fota from the high pres- 
fure at which It started, Morning and 
afternoon sessions were occupied with 
the evidence of Eugene Smith, who 
found the body, and the medical mou 
who gave professional evidence as to 
the condition of the body when found 
and when exhumed, also details at- 
tending the work of identification and 
expert testimony as to the action of 
chloroform, ete. No specially new fea- 
ture was disclosed by any of these 
witnesses ; thelr story had been writ- 
ten and rewritten during the past few 
weeks, lt estublished the theory of the 
commonwealth that Pietzel died from 
the effects of chloroform and that this 
could not have been self-administered, 
that the accus¢d was with him shortly 
before he died, thut he arrived with 
Alice Pietzel and Jephtha Home, a St. 
Louis lawyer, to tdentify the remains, 
and that ke did Mlentify them as Piet- 
zel after they had been buried in the 
Fotter's Pield for three weeks and ex- 
humed for his inspection. 

The prisoner conducted his own case 
with shrewd watchfulness, showing by 
his line of cross-examiration that he 
intends to stick to his story that he 
falsely identified the body as that of 
Pletzel for the purpose of defrauging 
the insurance company, that Pietzel 
was a fellow-conspirator with him In 
this scheme, and that so far as he 
knows to the contrary Pietzel is alive 
yet. Much of the proceedings were 
very tedious, as the prisoner was dis- 
cursive in cross-examination and half @ 
dozen times was called to order by the 
court for wandering from the point. 
The spectacle of a man battling alone 
and singly for his life, with all the 
brains and machinery of a perfect pro- 
secution arrayed against him, is clear- 
ly creating considerable sentiment in 
Holmes’ fayor. This does not mean 
that there is a growing belief in his 
innocence, but rather discloses an in- 
creased sympathy or pity for the man. 
This is evident from the comments 
among the spectators to-day. They 
felt for the prisoner, who, without 
legal help of any kind, was conducting 
his own fight for life. Holmes dis- 
played no hesitation and showed nu 
lack of nerve at any moment. He busl- 
ed himself for a short time after his 
arrival in court by glancing over the 
newspapers, and when the examina- 
tion of witnesses began made copious 
notes on sheets of foolscap on a small 
table before him, The incisive questions 
of District Attorney Graham did not 
affect him apparently, He followed the 
examination of the witnesses closely 
and attentively, and, in the opinion of 
many of the lawyers present, his cross- 
examinations showed that he had a 
keen appreciation of the salient and 
importamt points of testimony. Since 
he left court yesterday afternoon Hol- 
mes has been morose. He has _ not 
said as many ag half a dozen words to 
a keeper. He reclined wearily upon the 
cot in his cell after he reached the 
prison, and closed his eyes, while a 
furrowed contraction of his brow de- 
noted a more tham usual intensity of 
thought. Holmes was not talking, 
neither was he dreaming, nor philoso- 
phizing over this critical juncture in 
his career. He was wrapped In 
deepest meditation, undisturbed by 
any voice or sounds from ‘without. 
Night closed in upon him and darkness 
left him no companion but his thoughts 
and the silent but ever-present guard. 
No one came to see him last night. He 
slept less than usual, and was up 
early this morning! There were more 
signs to-day that he is troubled in his 
thoughts than at any previous ctage 
of his imprisonment, which has now 
extended over a year. The most con- 
vincing evidence of this is that he talks 
less and does more thinking. At day- 
break this morning there was some ac- 
tivity in his cell. In the early light of 
morning Holmes sat down at a small 
desk and wrote. With the exception 
of a slight interval for breakfast, his 
writing continued without interruption 
until the moment for his departure 
for court, in custody of the tipstave. 
The pages which he wrote were folded 
and placed in his pocket when he left. 

When he reached the court this 
morning he had a brief interview in a 
cell-room with his late counsel, Lawyer 
Shoemaker. The outcome of this talk 
became known to the court when the 
evening session opened and the prison- 
er announced that he felt physically 
unable to stand the strain of continu- 
ing his defence unassisted, and he had 
th fore requested his counsel,Messrs, 
Shoemaker and Rotan, to resume 
charge of his case, A moment later 
these gentlemen entered the room, and 


thelr reappearance created almost ag 
much astonishment as their sudden 
withdrawal yesterday. Holmes will,

It was rumored that it 
contained Pietzel's skull, Witness said 
he had been told the man had been 
killed by an explosion, and on arrival 
he looked round carefully for evidences 
of it. There was a bottle that was 
broken, and there were a number of 
bottles on the shelf which contained 
o red fluid. On smelling it they came 
to the conclusion that they contained 
some benzine, chloroform, and a small 
amount of ammonia, The shutters were 
bowed at a pecullar angle, so that 
when the sun was shining in the room 
{t would strike the face and upper part 
of the body; that the lower part of the 
body was shaded by the shutters, so 
that the sun could not get at that por- 
tion. The man was much discolored 
and distorted, around the face especi- 
ally. The inner and outer skin were 
separated and watery, an evidence of 
decomposition. The odor was terrible. 
He said that the room appeared to 
have been 60 fixed that it allowed a 
draft to come in in such a way that the 
stench was carried up the flue or chim- 
ney, snd could not be discovered until 
the upper floor was reached. At the 
side door the stench was not so bad 
on account of the draught, the raising 
of the window and the opening of the 
fireplace making a draught. The head 
of the body, which was catching most 
of the sun, was burned the 
worst, and was more decomposed 
than the rest of the body. The body 
under the shirt was in a pretty good 
state, except directly over the abdomen, 
where it was very bad, The tongue was 
swollen and stuck out of the mouth, 
Red fluid was oozing from the mouth, 
and a little pressure on the body over 
the chest caused this fluid to flow more 
rapidly. The moustache was singed, 
just as if a flame had gone over the 
face and hair, and also on the right 
side pectoral muscle, ribs on the right 
side and arm near the auxiliary were 
burned superficially, also under arm 
which had been placed on the side. At 
the side of the mouth which was turned 
towards the right lay a pipe, which had 
been «recently filled. It looked as 
though he had taken a match and had 
just lighted—just scorched—the tobacco 
in the pipe. Right beside the pipe a 
little further off lay the bottle spoken 
of. The bottle was broken and the con- 
tents lay beside the bottle, 

Continuing, witness said he was pre- 
sent at the post-mortem made by Dr. 
Mattern, and they agreed that death 
was the result of chloroform poisoning, 
tough the chloroform which they found 
in the stomach—there was about two 
ounces—had been put there after death. 

After lunch prisoner cross-examined 
at great length, showing intimate 
knowledge of the house and its sur- 
roundings. His efforts, however, made 
no impression on the witness’ state- 
ments in chief. 

Dr. Mattern gave corroborative ev!- 
dence, and Dr. Henry Leffmann, one of 
the greatest authorities on poisons on 
the continent, gave expert testimony to 
the effect of chloroform, and declared 
that such an amount of chloroform as 
was found in deceased’s stomach could 
not have been self-administered and 
leave the conditions described by the 
previous witnesses. 1 

Holmes then began to cross-examine 
Dr. Mattern. Hé was asked the color 
of Peltzel's moustache and hair and 
the reply was that the former was red- 
dish and the latter dark brown. At the 
request of Holmes the court directed 
Dr. Mattern to read the notes he took 
of the description of the body at the 
time he held his inquest. As Dr, Mat- 
tern read his notes Holmes copied them 
down, Holmes subjected the witness 
to a long technical examination upon 
the condition the stomach and brain 
would be in after chloroform poisoning 
and excess in alcoholic Hquors. Dr. 
Mattern could not say from the con- 
dition the body was in if the chloro- 
form in the stomach had been injected 
hypodermically or whether it had been 
forced down the throat. Holmes askeu 
Dr, Mattern if he had not made a report 
to the Coroner that death was due to 
congestion of the lungs from the inhal- 
ation of poisonous or noxious gases, and 
the physician replied that he had. A 
moment later Dr, Mattern denied that 
he had sald this, and Holmes appealed 
to the notes of the court stenographer. 
These sustained him, and then Dr, 
Mattern explained that he thought 
Holmes had asked the question in re- 
ference to other cases. 

Coroner Ashbridge put In affidavits 
Alice Pietzel and the prisoner 
at the time of the identification, 
both swore to the remains being 
I's and the prisoner added he had 
last seen him alive, November, 1893, in 


Chicago, 

At to-night's session several witnesses 
testified to deceased's movements dur- 
ing two or three days before his disap- 
pearance, and all identified the portrait 
as being that of deceased, after which 
court adjourned,

Care of Dairy Cows in Winter. 

Cows should be fod in good comfortable 
stables and the arrangoment of the feeding 
mangers should bo such that each cow can 
havo her food by herself o thatit will not 
be pulled nway stolen from her by 
another cow, writes O, P. In 
this way the feeder can give each cow just 
the quantity ho wishes and ho will be able 
to know just how well she eats 


and

and how much she eats, Tho practice of 
throwing food of any kind out on the 
ground et any time for cows to drive and 
chaso one another over, is always to b 
condemned, 

I think it beat to teed three times a day, 
and never feed at one time more than they 
willeatupatonce. The feeder should watch 
his cows, and if one leaves at the time any 
of hor food itshould be taken away and not 
left before her, and next time feed a little 
leas till he finds out just her capacity for cad 
ing. On the other hand,it acow eatsall tha, 
is given her quickly and from her actiong 
seems to need more, sho should noxt time 
be fed more, 

For greatest profit cows should be fed to 
the full extent of their ability to consumer 
digest, and convert into milk the proper 
kinds of food for milk production, They 


willconsume more and do better if feda 


the animal's vitality and mukos it an onsy 
proy for many contagiousdiseases which a 
well-fed and healthy animal would readily 
resist, This has been a prominent factor 
in making hog cholera the destructive agent 
that it has #o long been, With the range 
of clover pasture for the awine, and some 
wheat in tho grain ration, this pest would 
soon Cease to be formidable, 


English Methods With Poultry. 

The methoda which provail in England 
for growing poultry and their care vary 60 
widely from thowo in vogue here that our 
roadors may find something to interest 
them in following, gloaned from the writ- 
ings of C. KE, Brooke.

pect. It says that since Mr. Chamber- 
lain assumed office as Secretary of State 
for the Colonies he has paid close per- 
sonal attention to the question of the 
relations between Great Britain and 
Venezuela, and that he has taken the 
initiative in directing in part the 
administration of the affairs of the 
British colony of Guiana, adjoining 
Venezuela, Mr. Chamberlain’s hand, 
it appears, has been felt in the Local 
Executive Council, and the St, James’ 
Gazette adds:—‘ We are now enabled 
to give the tenor of a remarkable de- 
spatch, in which is outlined the Im- 
perial policy towards the colonies. The 
document is of much importance, in- 
asmuch as it was followed by cabled 
instructions from Mr. Chamberlain to 
the Governor of British Guiana, Sir 
Charles Cameron Lees, K.C.M.G., to 
obtain without delay a vote for the 
provision of two axim guns, one 
of which is to be stationed at 
Uruan, or elsewhere along the frontier 
where the Venezuelans may attempt to 
cross. The mere fact that Mr. Cham- 
berlain cabled instructions for the de- 
fence of the frontier in this manner 
is positive proof that the Imperial | 
Government will not toleratea repeti- 
tion of the Uruan incident, and that it 
intends to hold the frontier within the 
Schomberg line, by force if necessary. 
In this despatch Mr. Chamberlain ad- 
vocates, especially, fostering gold min- 
ing, and urges the cutting of a road 
from the Upper Barimar river to 
Cuyuni, pointing out its importance 
from a military point of view, as it 
would enable the Government to keep 
more closely in touch with the fron- 
tier, and repel attempts at Venezuelan 
aggression, adding that in viewof the 
possible early and rapid expansion of 
gold mining it will be necessary to 
provide adequately for the protection 
of the north-west district, and recom- 
mending an increase in the number of 
military and police, as well as the erec- 
tion of barracks on the frontier.’

THE STATE OF TRADE. 


Indications Point to 9 Better State of 
Kausiness—Prices of Uoots and Shoes, 
Iron Products, and Woollen and Cot- 
ton Goods are Going up. 

The record of mercantile failures in 
Canada during the past nine months, 
as made up by Dun & Co., shows a de- 
cided improvement over the correspond- 
ing period of last year. The number 
of insolvents has declined from 1,514 in 
1894 to 1,339 in 1895, while the liabili- 
ties 
$9,928,203. The failures this year are 
thus classified: Manufacturing, 303, 
with liabilities of $3,150,885; traders, 
1,026, with liabilities of $6,636,463; 
other commercial firms, 10, with liabi- 
lities of $140,855; and bankers, 2, with 


liabilities of $88,050. Commenting on | 


the returns, Dun’s Review observes 
that the third quarter shows a larger 
number of*failures than occurred in the 
second quarter, 
nearly all in trading concerns, but it is 
an encouraging fact that the average 
of liabilities in these failures is smaller 
than in the preceding quarter. It is al- 
so somewhat smaller for _manufactur- 
ing failures. Of the provinces, Quebec 
reports the largest number, which is 
not surprising in view of the somewhat 
unusual strain to which financial events 
have exposed concerns in that province. 
Ontario reports fewer than in the sec- 
ond quarter, with considerably

but in British Columbia the failures 
were considerably larger, though not 
more numerous. . 

One striking feature of the past 
quarter, to which Dun’s Review calls 
attention, is that it has witnessed, 


about the first of September, the low- | 


est general range of prices ever known 
in .the United States, in spite of re- 
markable advances in cotton and cot- 
ton goods, great advances in iron and 
steel products, and in boots and shoes, 
leather and hides. So great was the 
fall in many other articles, including
